MADISON, Wis. (AP) - An 


attorney for the Rev. James E. 
Groppi says 
an appeal is

stration last year. 


The Roman Catholic priest 


was ordered by legislators in 
October, 1969, to serve up to six 
about 2,000 demonstrators dur- 
ing an Assembly chamber pro- 
test against welfare budget re- 
ductions. 


Groppi was freed 
10 days 


later by a U.S. District Court 
judfe who said the priest's civfl 
rights had been violated be- 
cause he had not been allowed 
a court hearing, prior to being 
jailed. 


Within Authority 


But the 7th U.S. Circuit Court 


of appeals in Chicago, express- 
ing "reluctance" because the 
ruling might appear to erode 
civil rights, decIaredThursday 
that the Assembly acted within 
foe limits of its authority when 
it found Groppi in contempt. 


Attorney William Coffey said 


in Milwaukee that the Chicago 
c-mrt will be asked to-recon- 
sider, and that an appeal may 
be carried to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


Groppi remains free. Coffey 


said the priest cannot be re- 
jai'ed before an official man- 
date is filed, probably in three 
weeks. Groppi also has two 
weeks in which to petition the 
appeals court for a bearing, 
and three months to prepare a 
Sum-erne Court appeal.

which ordered Groppi jailed for 
six- months or until the legisla- 
tive session ended, whichever 
came first. The legislature ad- 
journed last January. 


Coffey noted the appeals court 


judges had expressed "the laud- 
able concern of the District 
Court for the full protection 
the procedural" hearing rights 
guaranteed to citizens under me 
14th Amendment's due process 
provision. 


It indites the judges them- 


selves had "serious questions as 
to what this may do in terms 
of civil liberties," Coffey said.

Ziegler said firemen used large 
fans to clear the smoke Thurs- 
day night.

blaze was "very minor" and 
limited to portions of the dining 
room wall and ceiling, but that 
"there was extensive smoke 
throughout the President's resi- 
dence." 


Secret Service agents awoke 


the chief executive, who left the 
house before two fire units from 
San Clemente and the nearby 
Camp Pendleton marine Base 
arrived. 


Ziegler said the fire was 


caused by heat conducted down- 
ward to the dining room wall 
from a fireplace in Nixon's sec- 


ond-floor study where he hac 
worked for a short time before 
retiring. 


The President had arrived 


shortly before 10 p.m. and the 
fire was discovered at 11:25 
p.m. by Nixon's cook, Fina San- 
chez.

Billions of Do//ars Worth 
5,000 'Reserve' Tanks in 
Europe Surprise Pentagon 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


United States and its NATO al- 
lies have about 5,000 more tanks 
in Europe than top-level Penta- 
gon officials knew about, The 
Washington Post says. 


Existence of the tanks was 


discovered by the Pentagon dur- 
ing an administrative review of 
NATO security during the past 
four weeks, the Post said in a 
story in today's newspaper. 


The tanks include about 1,200 


modern American M60s, equally 
modern German Leopards and 
British Centurions and about 500 


older U.S. M24s and M48s, the 
Post said. The value runs in the 
billions of dollars and the num- 
ber of tanks hi almost equal to 
the 
frontline 
NATO 
tank 


strength. 


The Post said the taife had 


been designated as reserves in 
case of an attack and were 
parked along the autobahn in 
West Germany. 


It. said there are not enough 


standby crews to man the ar- 
mored force and the tanks are 
highly vulnerable to air attack 
in their present position. 


The Post said disclosure of 


the number of tanks actually in 
Europe reportedly stunned civil- 
ian and military officials in the 
highest levels. 


The Post said the Pentagon 


previously had estimated the 
NATO armored force to Europe 
at about 6,000 tanks. Opposing 
these were about 13,000 tanks, 
mostly Russian, of the Warsaw 
Pact nations. 


Addition of the 5,000 tanks 


would swell allied strength to 
about 11,000 armored weapons, 
the Post said.

United States, displaying its 
first public diplomatic irritation 
over the Soviet refusal to re- 
ease a U.S. Army plane and its 
ligh-ranMng passengers, has 
charged Moscow with violating 
J.S.-Russian consular 
agree- 


ments. 


After eight days of talking in 


restrained, optimistic language, 
the State Department Thursday 
called for the immediate release 
of the passengers who include 
wo American generals. 


A statement handed to Soviet 


Ambassador Anatoly F. Dobryn- 
in said, "There is no justifica- 
ion for any further delay by the 
Soviet Union." 


Hostile Act 


Meanwhile, the Soviets contin- 


ued to portray the plane's land- 
ng hi Russia across the Turkish 
jorder as a hostile act and 
inked it to alleged reconnais- 
sance flights from U.S. bases. 


A commentary in the Soviet 


news agency Tass said the inci- 
dent "has again drawn the at- 
tention of the world public to the 
serious and constant threat of 


peace," from "400 large and 
8,000 small American war bases 
on foreign territories." 


The American bases, Tass 


said, 
are 
"situated in 
the 


immediate vicinity of the Soviet 
Union and other Socialist coun- 
tries and are widely used for es- 
pionage and other hostile activi- 
ties." 


Accidental Crossing 


The United States maintains

Bombs Exploded in Three 
New York Borough Facilities 


NEW YORiC (AP) - Three 


pipe bombs exploded -within 
three minutes of each other to- 
day, damaging two military re- 
serve buildings in Queens and a 
Bronx police facility. 


No one was injured, although 


two of the braidings were occu- 
pied and hi only one was there 
advance warning of a bomb. 
Damage was set at $5,000 to 
$10,000 in one of the buildings, 
windows and bricks blown out in 
another and hi the third, one 
window was broken but little 
other damage occurred. 


The bombs went off between 


3:12 and 3:15 aon. in widely se- 
parated locations. Police said 
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they believed the explosions 
were coordinated. 


One of the buildings, an Army 


Reserve training center, was 
bombed Oct. 10 during a wave 
of bombings of government-re- 
lated facilities in New York, 
California, Chicago and Seattle. 


They followed the playing in 


New York of a tape recording of 
a voice identified as that of Ber- 
nardine Dohrn, a leader of the 
radical Weatherman. It said 
there would be widespread at- 
tacks on government institu- 
tions this fall. Miss Dohrn is on 
the FBI's most wanted list. 


Today's first explosion oc- 


curred at 3:12 a.m., seven min- 
utes after a woman telephoned

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Clubwomen Join PC Staff Members at Annttal Breakfast

'Tnere are no easy answers 


to the complex problems of 
the world-," John B. Torinus, 
editor of The Post-Crescent 
told about 200 women gather- 
ed for the women's depart- 
ment's annual Clubwomen's 
Breakfast Thursday morning 
at the Conway Motor Inn. 


"We keep a s k i n g the 


government to solve all our 
problems," he said. "We've 
become so used to saying why 
doesn't the government do 
something about this, when 
really it's a problem of the 
individual family." 


The Vietnam War is one of 


our major problems and a 
majority of the people are 
seriously questioning whether 
armed conflict should be in 
our foreign policy arsenal. 
"We had no .doubts about 
what we were doing in World 
War I or about going into a 
war against Hitler. But we did 
start to question during the 
Koren conflict," he pointed 
out. 


Mora! Issues 


When we enter the Atomic 


Age, we realized there was no 
such thing as winning a war. 
War has raised 
a moral 


question in our country, par- 
ticularly among youth. "The 
basic question is how far 
should government become 
involved in regulating moral 
values." 


He suggested that this same 


kind of question can be seen 
in other issues — abortion, 
pornography and birth control 
— because they all raise the 
question of whether or not it 
should be a matter of per- 


sonal choice or of government 
decision. 


"We are seeing more and 


more concern about the popu- 
lation explosion of the world. 
We know there is a decreas- 
ing birth rate among the 
white middle class, but that it 
is rising among lower income 
whites and blacks. This," he 
continued, "compo»r-is the 
problem because it throws the 
population mis out of balance. 


"Is this a government prob- 


lem? Frankly," Torinus said, 
"I don't know the answers to 
any of these questions. When 
we do editorials on them, we 
describe them and point out 
vari&us a s p e c t s , but it's 
rather frustrating not to know 
the answers." 


Problems in Government 
Turning his attention to 


government, h e questioned 
whether our present forms of 
government can perform ef- 
fectively to solve problems. 
As an example, Torinus cited 
the Outagamie County Board 
that has spent the past 20 
years t r y i n g to decide 
whether to build a new jail. 
He pointed, too, to the 14 
municipalities that make up 
the Fox Valley area and their' 
almost total inability to work 
together to solve mutual prob- 
lems such as sewage. 


"Does this relate to some 


extent to the vacuum of public 
opinion, to the apathetic ma- 
jority in our communities? 


"All of you share my frus- 


trations in leadership within 
your clubs. This is why I like 
to appear before you each 
year at this time. You certain- 
ly are not an apathetic group 


but you are a minority," he 
said. 


For this reason, he said,

"I still have faith," Torinus 


said as he ended on an 
optomistic note, that the prob- 
lems can be solved. Those we 
honor today are those who 
have demonstrated that dedi- 
cation to a goal can achieve 
results. I still feel if we are to 
make progress with social 
problems it will be done 
through l o c a l community 
organizations working on a 
volunteer basis rather than by 
turning the job over to the 
government." 


Women's Editor Alice Huck 


explained to the women that 
during her travels since she 
has been editor she has yet to 
find a newspaper that treats 
women with the respect or 
gives as much space to their 
news as The Post-Crescent. 
"Did you know that we have 
twice as much daily space for 
women's news as the largest 
paper in Wisconsin?" she 
asked. 


Career Woman's Fight 


"I would be remiss today if 


I didn't mention the women's 
liberation movement. I still 
like the little niceties but am 
very aware as a career wom- 
an that those of us who are in 
business have had to fight to 
get where we are. However, I 
think men are becoming more 
and more aware of how much 
women contribute to the com- 
munity. If we took women out 


of the social and political 
arena in our community's 
clubs, what would we have 
left?" 


Drawing the women to the 


problems faced by newspa- 
pers today, Miss Huck said 
she is very much aware that 
we are never going back to 
the kind of life we lived 20 or 
30 years ago. "Things are 
changing and we have to face 
the problems women are com- 
ing up against today." 


But it's not the job of the 


women's department to decide 
what is best for the commun- 
ity, she said. It h the job of a 
reporter to state the facts 
presented at meetings as ob- 
jectively as possible. 


"You 
may not always like 


what we print, but we are 
going to try to present both 
sides of such problems as 
abortion, family living or sex 
education and women's libera- 
tion so that you can decide for 
yourselves."

The American offer proposes: 
An over-all ceiling on num- 


bers of long-range missiles held 
by both sides, at approximately 
their present totals; a specific 
limit on the number of big nu- 
clear rockets such as the Soviet 
SS9; and abolishing antiballistic 
missiles or limiting them to .de- 
fense of a national command 
site. 


Soviet diplomats have indicat- 


ed they want SALT negotiations 
to go forward in a businesslike, 


no-propaganda 
fashion—but 


they have not said yes or no to 
the U.S. offer nor have they 
made a counter-proposal. 


Washington and Moscow have 


avoided injecting into SALT 
their quarrels over other issues 
ranging from the Mideast to 
Southeast Asia. 


If SALT does produce a trea- 


ty, it would be the most signifi- 
cant U.S.-Soviet disarmament 
pact of the nuclear age. And be* 
cause SALT deals with basic se- 
curity weapons of the Big 2 
atomic powers, the negotiating 
may take years. 


One of the major issues still 


unsettled is whether an agree- 
ment would cover not only inter- 
continental missiles but also the 
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medium-range nuclear rockets 
which the United States has in 
West Europe and the Soviets 
have in East Europe. 


Under the setup begun with 


SALT'S opening in Helsinki last 
November, the talks alternate 
between the Finnish capital and 
Vienna. Round 2, at Vienna, be- 
gan in April and recessed in Au- 
gust. 


Meanwhile, both sides are 


going ahead with new weapons 
programs. U.S. intelligence re 
ports the Soviets are proceeding 
with construction of SS9s, other 
strategic missiles and missile 
•submarines. The United States 
is installing muM - warhead, mi- 
siles and expanding its ABM 
work.

Confusion Fuels Debates on 
Purpose of Floodplain Zoning

CHILTON — Much contro- 


versy about floodplain zoning 
appears to be based on a 
monumental misun- 
derstanding of the nature of a 
100-year floodplain. 


State law requires each 


county to establish boundaries 
of the highest flood stage 
reached once in 100 years. The 
law is very dear on this point. 


The best method of deter- 


mining 100-year flood levels is 
to have actual accurate 
measurements of high water 
points for the last 100 years. 
Civil engineers can do it 
through a method called flood 
routing. 


Flood routing is a long 


procedure which takes into

Contour lines can be 


established on a map or photo 
by surveying or stereo plot- 
ting, but contour maps are 
useless unless the elevation of 


the high water marks is 
known. 


Facts Vital

boundary should be without 
measurements. 


The Calumet County flood- 


plain zoning ordinance passed 
by the county board placed no 
restriction on agricultural use 
of the floodplain, only on 
residences 
for 
human 


habitation. The ordinance is 
designed to protect the health 
and welfare of the county and 
state. 


A septic tank will not work 


installed in a floodplain where 
the water table is normally 
within a foot or two of the 
surface and frequently causes 
floods. Raw sewage is then 
emptied into the drainageway 
or stream increasing pollution 
problems.

Become Aggressive, Go After Rockefeller

he used to be, delivering solemn 


NEW YORK — The crowd at opinions in a boring way. 


the corner of Court and Remsen Watching Goldberg 
skwly 


Streets in Brooklyn was fairly 
large and boisterous one day 
last week — a typical mix of 
blacks, blue-collar workers, and 
Jewish storekeepers, all hoping 
for a little red meat from 
Arthur Goldberg, their candi- 
date for governor. 


But Democrat Goldberg just 


couldn't — or wouldn't — give 
them what they wanted. Stand- 
ing on the flag-decked platform, 
surrounded by party hacks, 
pros, and fellow-candidates, he 
simply could not find the rhetor- 
ic of politics and open a line of 
communication to the man on 
the street. Instead, he sounded 


Evans 
Novak 


drowning his crowd in long 
pauses and wordy repetitions, a 
Goldberg operative confided: 
Arthur's such a bad candidate 
that if he wins it'll be the 
sympathy vote that does it." 


Anti-candidate Goldberg's re- 


fusal or inability to play the 
politician — like Shakespeare's 
Coriolanus, who refused to ex- 
hibit his battle wounds to the 
populace of Rome — goes far 
beyond his public stumping. For 
example, when his campaign 
headquarters were being moved 
from the Lancaster Hotel to 
Fifth Avenue last month, he put 
on work clothes one Sunday 
morning and slipped unnoticed 
into the new quarters to help 
give it a fresh coat of paint. 
When his campaign managers 
learned he was there, they 
alerted the press and photogra- 
phers. 


But Goldberg rebelled. Unwil- 


ling to strike a purely political 
posture, he fled through the 
back aoor — and sacrificed 
what woud have been a front- 
page picture guaranteed to win 
him votes. 


This anti-candidate posture of

candidate Goldberg has to be 
counted a major factor in 
Republican Gov. Nelson Rocke- 
feller's small but widening lead 
in his race for an unprecedented 
fourth four-year term in Albany. 
With Rockefeller holding very 
high cards in personality projec- 
tion, plus a 10-to-l margin in 
campaign spending, what looked 
last week like a close race could 
turn into a sizable Rockefeller 
triumph. 


Running against the Demo- 


cratic ticket of Goldberg, three 
other Jews, and a Negro (state 
Sen. Basil Patterson, the lieu- 
t e n a n t-governor candidate), 
Rockefeller is showing extraordi- 
nary strength among black and 
Jewish voters, who comprise 
one-third of the total New York 
state vote. Thus, a basic prem- 
ise on which the shrewd Ken- 
nedy brother-in-law Stephen E. 
Smith and a few party profes- 
sionals virtually drafted Gold- 
berg to run for governor is 
looking questionable, to say the 
least. 


Moreover, the failure of Gold- 


berg to come across as a 
candidate with political bona 
fides is giving Rockefeller a 
clear margin among voters as 
the candidate best able to solve 
problems — all the more re- 
markable considering that he 
has been stockpiling adversity 
during 12 long years in Albany. 


Refuses to be Aggressive 
Thus, what disturbed Gold- 


berg's political managers most 
about the first chapter of the 
New York Daily News poll on 
Sunday was not so much the 17- 
point margin it gave Rockefeller 
(they regard that as inflated). 
It was the fact that those polled 
gave Rockefeller a big edge 
over Goldberg on holding down 
t a x e s , controlling narcotics, 
dealing with pollution, and end- 
ing violence. 


Symptomatic of Goldberg's 


inadequacy as a political candi- 
date was the all-day session in 
the Goldberg headquarters Sun- 
day, 
the day the Daily News 


poll was published. Some Gold- 
berg advisers strongly coun- 
selled him to abruptly change 
his style from a genteel, low- 
key, issue-oriented campaign to 
a hard-hitting, no-holds-barred 
attack on Rockefeller. He re- 
fused. 


Yet, 
with the trend moving 


Rockefeller's way, Goldberg's 
managers are convinced that 
the scenario now very much 
calls- for -a sudden dramatic 
shift in campaign tactics, some- 
thing to dramatize a most 
undramatic candidate. 


Lacking that, or a highly 


unlikely mistake by Rockefeller, 
Goldberg will likely fall victim 
on Nov. 3 to his own vapid 
campaign.

EDITOR'S NOTE — A good 


part of the American corn 
crop this year has been mined 
by a spreading corn blight 
The following is a per- 
sonalized view of the effects of 
the disease on an individual 
Indiana farmer.

. CLINTON COUNTY, Ind. 
(AP) — Martin Silverthorn 
pulled an ear of corn from the 
stalk, peeled back a busk 
covered with a grey, moldy 
powder, and then crushed the 
kernels and corncob in his 
hand without effort. 


"That is what the blight has 


done to us," the Hoosier 
farmer said. 


He was showing the harm 


done this year to corn fields 


from the Gulf of Mexico to the 
northern Great Lakes by a 
black fungus known as the 
Southern Corn Leaf Blight 


Martin Silverthorn—he pre- 


fers to be called Martin- 
showed how the fungus, whose 
spores are carried by the 
wind, first attacks the lower 
leaves of a corn stalk, 
producing eggshaped lesions. 
Later, the fungus moves up 
the plant and penetrates 
through the husks into the 
corn kernels. 


Growth Slow 


"As soon as it hits the 


leaves, the plant slows down 
its growth, The ears of corn 
won't go ahead and fill out," 
Martin said. This accounts for 
drops in production of as much 
as 50 per cent reported by 
many farmers. 


"One reason you have to 


harvest as 
quickly 
as 


possible," Martin explained, 
"is that the blight weakens the 
stalk. "If the plant falls over, 
then the shelling machine 
won't pick it up." 
- 


Another reason is to harvest 


before more damage is done, 
he said. 


Rich Farm - 


Martin and-his wife, Alice, 


farm 500 acres—mostly in 
corn—in this rich farming 
area about 50 miles northwest 
of Indianapolis. 


This spring the crops were 


just getting a good start when 
a hailstorm ripped across the 
area, devastating a number of 
acres of corn and some 10 
acres of cucumbers. 
- Then Martin nursed the corn 
crop through a two-month 
drought, only to see his ears of 
corn turn black with the silent, 
powdery invader. 


Gradual Invasion 


"I first noticed it when the 


ears began to set or 
(develop)," Martin said. "You 
would see a blade now and 
then begin to dry up." 


Agriculture experts are 


uncertain whether the blight 
will survive the winter- and 
make more devastating at- 
tacks next spring, nor do they 
know whether the black 
fungus "dust" is dangerous to 
farmers working on the 
harvest 


Purdue 
University's 


agricultural extension service 
warned farmers in Indiana . 
that while the fungus is not 
known to be infectious to man, 
it could produce allergic 
reaction and result in chronic 
respiratory condition after 
repeated exposure. 


"One of my neighbors got up 


in his steel storage bin the 
other day and got a terrible 
pain in the chest," Martin 
said. "Now he's got to wear a 
breathing mask around the 
stuff." 


An agricultural bulletin has 


advised all farmers working 
in the blighted fields to pur- 
chase breathing masks. 


Meanwhile, Martin and his 


neighbors are waiting for 
completion of tests at Purdue 
attempting

incomes from all sources 
ranging from $5,000 to $10,000 
and about one-sixth said they 
made $10,000 or more. 


"Many people with low farm 


earnings are essentially 
outside the federal income tax 
system," economists Edward 
Reinsel 
and 
Thomas 


Browning reported. 


"In about half the estates 


there were fewer farm income 
tax returns than farms in 
1966," the economists said. 
"However, landlords and 
other nonoperators in states 
where tax returns out- 
numbered farms were as nu- 
merous as those in other 
states who did not report" 


"Aside from individuals not 


reporting," Reinsel and 
Browning said, "about one- 
third of those reporting did not 
pay federal income taxes. 
This is again largely ex- 
plained by low incomes and by 
personal 
deductions 
and 


exemptions that offset income 
which would otherwise be 
taxable." 


Even among the farmers 


paying taxes inl966, they said,- 
about 30 per cent paid less 
than $250 each. 


The conclusion, Reinsel and 


Browning said, is that most 
federal taxes paid by farmers 
come from those larger opera- 
tors who make the most 
money.

Senators Request

WASHINGTON - Two sen- 


ators have made a joint plea to 
President Richard Nixon for 
tighter quotas on dairy im- 
ports. Sen. Gaylo'rd Nelson, D- 
Wis., and Sen. Walter F. 
Mondale, D-Minn., joined in a 
letter 
urging 
Nixon to 


establish import quotas on 
four classes of dairy imports. 


Quota levels should be 


proclaimed for ice cream mix, 
chocolate crumb, animal feed 
containing dairy ingredients 
and certain low butterfat 
cheeses, said the letter. 


The senators also asked 


Nixon to extend quotas to 
imports of cheese which costs 
more than 47 cents per pound 
and to lactose. 


Loopholes Revealed 


The letter said statistics 


"Corroborate the great need 
for adjusting the quota 
provisions and closing the 
'loopholes,' by which, for 
example, ice cream mix 
imports have been able this 
year to increase by 6,385 per 
cent over last." 


After praising findings of 


recent Tariff Commission 
hearings, the senators urged 
Nixon to adopt the recom- 
mendations "as soon as 
possible." 


Cheese priced at more than 


47 cents per pound and lactose 
imports should be curtailed by 
quotas, said the letter. "We 
note from the latest U.S.D.A. 
report that cheeses costing 
over $.47 a pound, and 
therefore outside of quota, are 
entering the United States at 


more than twice the volume at 
which they were imported a 
year ago."

Fall Spraying Can 
Destroy Quackgrass 


BY KUSSELL LUCKOW

Fall is the good tune to get 


the jump on quackgrass in 
preparation for planting next 
spring. 


Control measures against 


quackgrass can be taken any 
time before the soil freezes. As 
long as plants show any bit of 
green, they can be attacked. 


It is logical to think of 


controlling weeds which 
rejuvenate from seeds hi the 
spring since they are quite 
susceptible hi the seedling 
stage. However, perennials, 
such as quackgrass, can 
regenerate from underground 
roots and stem parts called 
rhizomes. 


Rhizomes send up leafy 


shoots from the upper surface 
and put out roots from the 
lower side. Control must be 
accomplished by literally 
starving these underground 
portions. 


Quackgrass has more than 


half of its total dry weight 
under the ground in roots and 
rhizomes. This is why the 
emphasis is placed on fall 
applications of herbicides to 
control quackgrass. 


Atrazine is the most popular 


agent against quackgrass. 
Growers should plan to raise 
corn on fields treated with 
atrazine, however, since this 
is often the only crop which 
can tolerate atrazine residue. 


Atrazine has the ability to 


interrupt 
the 
plant's 


photosynthetic process and 
stop food production by its 
leaves. 


Even after this occurs, the 


plant can draw on stored foods 
in its roots and rhizomes. Once 
these supplies are depleted, 
and residues of the herbicide, 
continue to prevent new food 
production, the plant starves 
to death. 


It is desirable to plow after 


applying atrazine to help 
distribute the herbicide and 
carry it deeper to roots and 
rhizomes which are quite 
extensive in the soil 


Yellow rocket and white 


cockle sound like flowers in a 
garden catalog. These ac- 
tually are weeds which can 
cause yield 
and 
value 


reduction in forage crops. 


Although these weeds bloom 


in the spring, fall is the proper 
lime for treatment

judges had expressed "the laud- 
able concern of the District 
Court for the full protection of 
the procedural" hearing rights 
guaranteed to citizens under fee 
14th Amendment's due process 
provision.

represents the worst in Ameri- 
ca." 


Nkon, riding away from a 


Republican 
rally 
Thursday 


night in the San Francisco bay 
city of San Jose, was beseiged 
by hundreds of obscenity-shout- 
ing protesters. With him in his 
limousine were California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan and U.S. Sen. 
George Murphy. 


The San Jose violence was the 


most serious aimed at any pres- 
ident in this country since the 
assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy in 1963, 


Emerging from an auditorium 


where GOP partisans had given 
him a warm reception, Nixon 
climbed atop the hood of his 
limousine in the glare of photo 
floodlights. 


Facing directly toward his 


noisy opponents about 50 yards 
away, he thrust his jaw forward 
and flung both arms upward. 
With his fingers, he formed "V" 
symbols, waving toward tha 
crowd. 


Most of the 
demonstrators 


were young persons, hundreds 
of whom had rallied at the San 
Jose State College campus for a 
march to the auditorium. 


The mobbing of the Nixon mo- 


torcade lasted perhaps five min- 
utes as his car moved through a 
narrow opening that had been 
cleared in the crowd by helmet- 
ed riot police. 


His limousine and other vehi- 


cles in the cavalcade were hit 
repeatedly by large rocks, and 
other objects.

injuries. 


The second auto behind Nix-

looned 20 per cent in the past 
year to a record 12.2 million 
persons, the government's latest 
statistics show. 


The increase of two million 


welfare recipients from June 
1969 to June 1970 is causing a se- 
vere tax squeeze at all levels of 
government and cutbacks in 
some welfare services and pay- 
ments. 


Federal officials say Presi- 


dent Nixon's current §8.7 billion 
welfare budget may have to be 
boosted by as much as $1 billion 
to cover the unexpected new 
costs. 


Government 
experts 
cite 


three factors in the welfare 
surge; The lagging economy 
and attendant unemployment: 
recent court rulings and admin- 
istrative 
decisions 
loosening 


welfare eligibility requirements' 
and a new willingness among 
3ie poor to apply for welfare fol- 
lowing publicity campaigns fay 
antipoverty organizations de- 
scribing relief as a right and not 
a mark of discredit. 


Welfare Bfl! 


The federal government pays 


about 52 per cent of the nation's 
welfare bill for dependent chil- 
dren and their mothers, the 
blind, the disabled and the needy 
aged. State and local govern- 
ments split the remainder. 


Property tax increases are ex- 


pected in such cities as Milwau- 
kee and Los Angeles to help fi- 
nance the welfare load, federal 
officials say. Some Ohio coun- 
ties recently introduced a new 
sales tax for the same purpose. 


At the same time, relief serv- 


ices are being sliced because of 
the cost crunch. 


Welfare recipients in Cleve- 


land, for example, are not re- 
ceiving their accustomed back- 
to-school clothing allowance for 
children this fall. 


In the state of Washington, 


the number of state-paid office 
visits to physicians is being cut 
for some welfare recipients. 


The San Francisco welfare de- 


partment was denied recently a 
requested increase of 348 social 
workers to cope with the city's 
rapidly expanding welfare case 
load.

The cost-of federally assisted 


welfare has doubled in the past 
four years, says federal welfare 
Administrator John D. Twi- 
name, and could double again 
by 1975 if President Nixon's pro- 
posed family assistance welfare 
reform measure is not enacted 
by Congress. 


The bulk of the welfare-load 


increase in the past year has 
come in the program aiding 
families with dependent chil- 
Idren-AFDC.

jorder as a hostile act and 
linked it to alleged reconnais- 
sance flights from U.S. bases. 


A commentary in the Soviet 


news agency Tass said the inci- 
dent "has again drawn the at- 
tention of the world public to the 
serious and constant threat of 


peace," from "400 large and 
2,000 small American war bases 
on foreign territories." 


The American bases, Tass 


said, 
are 
"situated in

Billions of Dollars Worth 
5,000 'Reserve' Tanks in 
Europe Surprise Pentagon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States and its NATO al- 
lies have about 5,000 more tanks 
in Europe than top-level Penta- 
gon officials knew about, The 
Washington Post says. 


Existence ot the tanks was 


discovered by the Pentagon dur- 
ing an administrative review of 
NATO security during the past 
four weeks, the Post said in a 
story in today's newspaper. 


The tanks include about 1,200 


modern American M60s, equally 
modern German Leopards and 
British Centurions and about 500 


older U.S. M24s and M48s, the 
Post said. The value runs in the 
billions of dollars and the num- 
ber of tanks is almost equal to 
the 
frontline 
NATO 
tank 


strength. 


The Post said the tanks had 


been designated as reserves in 
case of sn attack and were 
parked along the autobahn in 
West Germany. 


It saitJ there are not enough 


standby crews to man the ar- 
mored force and the tanks are 
highly vulnerable to air attack 
in their present position. 


The Post said disclosure of 


the number of tanks actually in! 
Europe reportedly stunned civil-' 
ian and military officials in the 
highest levels. 


The Post said the Pentagon 


previously had estimated the 
NATO armored force in Europe 
at about 6,000 tanks. Opposing 
these were about 13.000 tanks, 
mostly Russian, of the Warsaw 
Pact nations. 


Addition of the 5,000 tanks 


would swell allied strength to 
about li,00ft armored weapons, 
the Post said.

This was 
correct, since East could hold 
his losses to 500 points while 
the value of the vulnerable 
slam was 1,430 points. 


The opening lead of the jack 


of clubs was ruffed by South. 
Obviously, he could have 
taken 12 tricks by cashing his 
trumps and high cards. How- 
ever, South managed to lose 
two tricks and went set. How? 


Actually it was very simple, 


but of course you would have 
to be an experienced tourna- 
ment competitor to find the 
way. 


First, you must understand 


some of the scoring mechan- 
ics. In tournament play, it is 
not always enough to bid and 
make six'if the other players 
holding your cards are going 
to bid six and make seven. 
That extra trick becomes very 
important. So important that 
many declarers went down in 
an attempt to make seven! 


This is what happened: 
After ruffing the club lead, 


South played three rounds of 
hearts, discarding a low dia- 
mond from dummy. His plan 
was to avoid a diamond loser 
by playing the king and ace of 
diamonds 
and ruffing 
his 


small diamond hi dummy. 


East interrupted S o u t h 's 


plan by ruffing the third 
round of hearts. East's club 
returned forced South to ruff 
high to prevent West from 
overruffing with his jack. 


Now that South had already 


lost one trick, he had to ruff 
his losing diamond in order to 
make his contract. 
South 


played his two top diamonds 
and ruffed his small diamond 
in dummy. 


The ace of spades was now 


cashed and dummv remained 
with nothing but clubs. South 
had only spades. 


South could not get off 


dummy without allowing West 
to score his spade jack. If he 
ruffed dummy's club with a 
low trump, West would over- 
ruff. If he ruffed with the 
queen, he would promote 
West's jack. Down one! 


After the session the play- 


ers d i v i d e d into several 
camps. The Souths who had 
gone down consoled them- 
selves in an exchange of 
rationalizations. The Norths 
complained to one another 
about the injustice of playing 
with misguided partners. The 
East-West players did well to 
avoid both groups.

Post-Hospital Care 
Mental Health 
Clinic Approved 
By Calumet Board 


CUE/TON — The Calumet 


County Board Thursday unani- 
mously approved a resolution to 
appropriate funds for a Mental 
Health Clinic Services for Cal- 
umet County. 


The Rev. Queatin Mceschber- 


ger, an ex-officio member of the 
advisory 
committee 
studying 


the need for a mental health 
clinic, told board members that 
Calumet County is one of three 
counties in the state that does 
not have any mental health 
facilities. The county has the 
highest rate of returning pa- 
tients to Winnebago State Hospi- 
tal, simply because they have 
no place or no one to help them 
after they leave the hospital. 


After five years of study on 


advisory committee to the coun- 
ty social services department 
found that such a clinic is not 
only feasible, but also necessary 
to care for persons with emo- 
tional problems, alcoholic prob- 
lems, drug abuse and marital 
problems. It is also needed in 
the areas of prevention and 
education to promote a better 
mental environment in the 
county, the committee reported. 


No Service Available 


Moeschberger said 
persons 


with minor problems have no 
service available, and school 
children and then* guidance 
counselors have no one to turn 
to for aid. Clinics in neighboring 
counties are supported locally 
and cannot serve an outside 
area. 


The committee also pointed 


out that 38 persons from Calu- 
met County were patients at 
Winnebago State Hospital last 
year at a cost of about $40 per 
day, or $12,200 per year. Of the 
38 patients, 12 were returnees 
who could have received aid 
hrough a community clinic. 
Honey is being spent for care 
but nothing for prevention or 
after-care, it was noted. 


Personnel needed for such a 


clinic would be a psychiatrist, a 
psychologist and a psychiatric 
social worker for one six or 
eight hour day, one day per 
week each, and a secretary and 
administrative assistant. Cost of 
hese services was estimated at 
$29,400 annually.

The New UW President 


Who in the world would want the job? 


That was a comment said only partly in 
jest as the Board of Regents began its 
nationwide search to select a new 
president for the troubled and torn 
University of Wisconsin. 


There is a basic satisfaction, thus, in 


the fundamental and time-tested 
reasons which made John C. Weaver 
leave his post as president of the 
University of Missouri to become 
president of the University of Wisconsin. 
Weaver is a UW graduate. His father 
was a faculty member for 43 years. 
Weaver said he found the "unanticipated 
invitation to go home to alma mater 
completely compelling ... My heart 
tells me to return." 


To this it is fair to add the ranking of 


the UW to a lifelong teacher and 
^educational administrator. Despite its 
recent troubles, the UW still ranks 
among the leading universities of the 
nation. This also is worth remembering. 
While interest understandably has been 
concentrated on the problems of thie 
Madison campus, Weaver will take 
command of a giant thriving institution 
with a record of strong public support, 
including 
that 
which 
brought 


establishing of the UW branch at Green 
Bay. 


It is clear from what the regents have - 


said that the record of comparative 
campus peace at Missouri in recent 
years and Weaver's insistence of 
equality for freedom to teach and to 
learn with freedom of expression con- 
tributed to his selection. The vast 
majority of the people of Wisconsin, who 
among other things have seen death on 
the campus and their tax contributions 
destroyed by a bombing, will have no 
quarrel with that. 


Weaver probably can expect to be put 


to the test in short order by the forces of 
lawlessness. At the same time, he will 
have to fight for his alma mater on 
another front. The backlash against the 
disgraceful events on the Madison 
campus will be used by shortsighted 
and anti-university politicians when the 
legislature hi a few months gets down to 
the difficult and necessary business of 
providing the university with a budget 
adequate to maintain its greatness. 


There is every reason for confidence 


that Weaver and the regents are unified 
and ready for these challenges. At the 
time 
of the resignation of Fred 


Harrington as president, we said that it 
was easy enough to use hindsight to note 
what had gone wrong. Now, it is time for 
a fresh start. And Weaver should get the 
help of faculty and students, responsible 
legislators, and a concerned electorate. 


Heated Campaign Oratory 


In these last days of campaigning for 


Tuesday's elections charges sometimes 
grow heated and little opportunity is left 
for debate. 


The 
Post-Crescent this- week 


challenged Pat Lucey to document his 
evidence to prove his charge that the 
Kimberly-Clark 
Corporation 
had 


exercised a veto over Governor 
Knowles' appointments to boards 
designed to protect water resources. 


Lucey answered by saying that 


Knowles' "appointments in the area of 
water protection are studded with 
special interest influence; that John R. 
Kimberly as Republican state finance 
chairman was in a position to influence 
appointments; and he pointed out that 
Dave Martin, Republican candidate for 
lieutenant governor, is an employe, of 
Kimberly-Clark and said that he "has 
evaded the question of whether he will 
continue on the payroll" if elected. 


None of these replies provide the 


documentation The Post-Crescent called 


for, so we can only assume that the 
specific charge Lucey made about a 
specific company was a campaign 
exaggeration of a general statement he 
wished to make. 


But the Republican candidate Jack 


Olson doesn't come off scot-free in the 
same regard. In a position paper on law 
and order issued late in the campaign 
Olson charged, that his opponent "has 
been on both sides of the law and order 
issue. He has given aid and comfort to 
the radical forces that foment violence 
and disruption." This is mighty strong 
language and to be fair we should 
probably also call on Mr. Olson to 
document that charge. 


But it is late in -the campaign, and 


that is when strong language usually 
erupts. Unfortunately isolated charges 
such as these introduced at a late date 
into the debate may have more effect on 
voters than all of the serious position 
papers on major state issues which the 
candidates have authored earlier. 


Jail Not Only Answer to Drugs 


The crackdowns in several parts of 


the state on youthful drug pushers may 
well serve to deter such transactions and 
the introduction of damaging drugs of 
various kinds to high school students and 
even younger ones. But combined with a 
hard line toward pushers there must be 
both more education concerning the use 
of drugs and efforts to find ways of 
salvaging young people who are hooked 
but want to get out. 


In this respect we would like to 


commend the schools that have set up * 
drug abuse policies and the almost 
underground organizations, often set up 
by former drug users, to offer help and 
courage to those who want to break the 
habit without going to jail. 


Xavier High School has announced 


one of the first comprehensive drug 
abuse policies in this area. A student 
who appears to be under the influence of 
a drug will be referred to the school 
nurse or a school official. The parents 
will be notified if there does seem to be a 
drag problem and if hospitalization is 
required, transportation will be 
provided. 


In t" 2 case of the selling of drugs, 


both parents and the police are to be 
notified and the same policy in both the 
case of the user and the pusher will be . 
used in the matter of alcoholic 
beverages. Perhaps if there had been 
such policies in the past in regards to 
alcohol, the illegal use of such beverages 
might have been curtailed. 


But there is also a need for "hot line," 


confidential access to help in refraining 
from taking drugs. In a way such 
programs work 
like 
Alcoholics 


Anonymous although since it is not 
illegal for an adult to purchase or drink 


alcoholic beverages in Wisconsin, there • 
is something of a difference. But the aim 
is the same; to give support to the ad- 
dict, to convince him that he can stay 
away from the stuff and that he can get 
help in trying to do so. 


There appear to have been some 


errors in the setting up of such a service 
in the Green Bay area. But- a major 
problem is that some amount of secrecy 
is sometimes needed in these cases or 
those who fear a prison sentence will not 
take advantage of the program and the 
opportunity to kick the habit. It has been 
obvious for years that drug addiction 
cannot be cured only by forced with- 
drawal of the narcotic. An extremely 
high percentage of addicts, even those 
who voluntarily submit to treatment, fall 
back into the same pattern once they 
return to their old neighborhoods and 
cronies. They need not only a drying out 
period and the desire to quit but help in 
doing so. Former addicts, like former 
alcoholics, appear to be the most suc- 
cessful in such activities. 


Fortunately the extent of the drug 


problem, particularly among the young, 
now appears to be recognized by 
parents, educators, church leaders and 
government officials. Also recognized is 
that there is neither a simple cause nor a 
simple cure. The "counter-culture," the 
generation gap, the war, the student 
rebellions, the extensive revelation of 
the difference between intent and per- 
formance, lack of real respect between 
adults and the young, all have con- 
tributed to the problem. It will not be 
solved only by jail terms. It is going to 
take a lot of doing and we are glad to 
note that many communities are on what 
appears to be the right track.

Recently Dave Broder and 


Haynes Johnson 
of the 


Washington Post did an ex- 


tremely perceptive series on 
the mood of the voters, and I 
was interested to read there a 
reaction to Ted Kennedy's 
standing for 1972 — as a 
Presidential candidate — that 
paralleled something I have 
noticed. A number of voters 
questioned about Kennedy 
came up with one version or 
another of the view "Oh God, 
we can't have another Ken- 
nedy killed." There are deep 
psychic scars from events of 
^fce 1960s. 


Yearns For Normalcy 


What has got the undecided 


voter undecided is mat while 
he yearns for what President 
Harding called "normalcy," 
he is confronted by two con- 
flicting roads, each advertised 
as leading to stability, peace, 
and order. And he is smart 
enough to know that, no 
matter how certain the 
politicians may sound, they 
can't see around corners. On 
one hand, the Republicans call 
for tightening up the ship, 
vigorously 
prosecuting 


criminals, and generally for 
law and order. But can they 
deliver? I have a curious 
feeling that Spiro Agnew's 
safari against the "radic-h'bs" 
may have backfired in this 
sector of the electorate: he is 
"too damn noisy." 


On the other hand are the 


Democrats, whose great 
appeal is for economic 
stability-Here the Democratic 
performance is good on the 
record—but again the voter is 
not so stupid as to believe that 
President .Nixon, single- 
handed, 
brought 
on a 


recession. After all, the 
Democrats have controlled 
Congress these last two years 
and it hasn't made much 
difference. Besides which, the 
liberal Democrats have been 
jumping all over President 
Nixon about the war, pretty 
cheap stuff considering that 
they started it. 


With these thoughts running 


through his mind—though not 
necessarily articulated in this 
explicit fashion — an average 
American (who is not an 
ideologue) has a problem. 
Some striking event could

because they are living in a 
highly mobile society and a 
reasonable assurance of in- 
tegrity 
of 
the 
voting 


machinery requires some 
residence requirements by 
law. 


T h e 
W i s c o n s i n 


requirements* have -been 
lowered as much as can be 
regarded as reasonable, as a 
U.S. court here recently 
concluded as it threw out a 
lawsuit by a. transient 
academic couple in Madison 
complaining about the newly 
established six-month 
residency rule in Wisconsin. 


Many persons, more of them 


each year, are away from 
their homes on election day 
and are unable to vote because 
they did not have the 
forethought to file an absentee 
ballot. Some are ill or 
otherwise incapacitated. 


Perhaps there is little that 


can be done in a reasonable 
way to reduce the numbers of 
non-voters in those categories. 


But the nub of the problem is 


not with them, but with me 
hundreds of thousands of 
others in a number of 
categories. 
There 
are 


illiterates who do not un- 
derstand the system or how it 
functions — including many 
who have had nominal 
schooling. There are the in- 
different, who are unmoved 
about other civic causes and 
obligations also. 
There are thousands of 


persons who are "turned off," 
in the argot of the dissenting 
young, for a variety of 
reasons. They believe that the 
system is corrupt, that they 
cannot hope by their single 
decisions to achieve change, 
or who simply don't give a 
damn, as they would put it if 
they spoke freely to a pollster. 


Some discrimination is 


required here to avoid con- 
founding non-voting groups. 
There are many persons — 
every reader can recall some 
of his own acquaintance—who 
have no confidence in the 
system, who feel that victory 
or defeat for one party or the 
other won't make any dif- 
ference in their lives. Some of 
the young, responsible studies 
have shown, fall into this 
group. Significantly, there is a 
strong reason to believe that 
lowering the voting age will 
show that the young will vote 
in a lower ratio than their 
middle-aged neighbors. 


The critic must use caution 


here. If it is a man's right to 
vote to express his views, it is 
equally his right to refuse to 
vote to express his view when 
he distrusts, or at the least, 
does not approve, either of the 
choice's presented to him in 
any representative sitaation. 
These typically include the 
radicals of the right and the 
left, but do not always exclude 
others. -. 


Don't NeedCompulsion 


Many of the less perceptive 


pre-election 
exhortations 


assert that it is a "duty" to 
vote. From that reasoning it is 
only a short distance to the 
idea that voting should be 
compulsory. 


But thoughtful students of 


public .life—and especially 
those who at one time or 
another were caught in'that 
snare-realize upon reflection 
that a statutory requirement 
for voting by every eligible 
person would be infinitely 
more harmful than the 
wholesale defections of today, 
perturbing as they must be to 
the attentive. 


What this country and this 


state and all of the localities 
within it do not need is voters 
who mark ballots only under 
legal compulsion. What they 
need is voters who know what 
they want, know what they are 
doing, and express themselves 
even if they are not always 
altogether pleased with the 
choices made available. 


Strictly Personal 
Hunger for Heroes 
Marks Our Sports

Most of what we think is the 


American penchant for sports 
is really a hunger for heroes. 
We are much less interested in 
the game itself than in the 
feats of individual stars. 


I thought of this while 


watching the professional 
tennis matches at North- 
western University

The doubles matches 
were scheduled for the tailend 
of the evening, and half the 
large audience went home 
before they started. 


Yet, as everyone who knows 


the game will admit, doubles 
is far superior to singles, both 
for playing and for watching. 
It calls for more precision, 
more coordination, more 
strategy, more • intelligence, 
and more versatility. Many of 
the finest singles champions 
have been little better than 
mediocre in doubles. 


But the viewing public 


doesn't care about all that. It 
wants to see a smashing duel 
that depends almost entirely 
on strength and service ability 
— the big serve, the overhead 
kill, that dominate the singles 
game. So much so, in fact, that 
tennis officials may soon 
change the serving rules to 
equalize the contest and make 
it more interesting and 
complex. 


Much of what passes for 


sports enthusiasm is actually
